A DEVASTATED Northamp¬ 
tonshire dad has taken to his 
computer keyboard in a bid to 
help him deal with the news his 
teenage daughter has fallen 
critically ill. 

Fifteen-year-old Vicki Alex was diag¬ 
nosed with acute myeloid leukaemia 
two weeks ago. 

Only days after doctors delivered 
Vicki, a year 11 Weston Favell School 
pupil, the devastating news, she was 
rushed into intensive care where she 
is now fighting for her life. 

Her sudden deterioration has left 
Vicki’s heartbroken parents, Nick and 
Tracey, still trying to come to terms 
with her illness. 

Vicki’s father, Nick, said: “When 
they say the word leukaemia, every¬ 
thing stops and you are just trying to 
take what he is saying on board. 

“Your brain shuts down and you 
try to compute how a few hours ago she 
was just an ordinary girl who was 
feeling unwell and now you are being 
told she has cancer.” 

To help him cope, Nick, aged 43, 
has started writing a blog about Vicki’s 
battle. 

The father-of-two, who lives in Irth- 
lingborough Road, Finedon, said: “I felt 
I needed an emotional outlet. A couple 
of days went by and I had a conver¬ 
sation with my other half and I said to 


her ‘I need to do something, I am going 
mad here’. 

“Since then it has been very cathar¬ 
tic.” 

Nick, a clinical systems manager 
at Northampton General Hospital, 
said he is now hoping the blog will 
help other parents of sick children. 

“It also took the pressure off us 
because rather than people phoning us 
up and asking how Vicki was, they 
could read the blog. 

“It seemed a great way of trying to 
get something positive out of some¬ 
thing awful.” 


Vicki, meanwhile, remains in inten¬ 
sive care at Leicester Royal Infirmary 
She has now been taken off her 
breathing machine and has regained 


consciousness. Nick, who is separated 
from his wife, and has a son, Samuel, 
aged 13, added: “She is a fighter and we 
hope she is on the mend. We are pos¬ 


itive and we know we have to be pos¬ 
itive.”

Pensioner is 
sent 127 bills 


A PENSIONER from 
Northampton claims he was 
left drowning in water bills 
after almost 130 were deliv¬ 
ered to his home in two 
days but not one of them 
appeared to be his. 

David Holt was stunned last Fri¬ 
day when his neighbour handed 
him about 60 bills from Anglian 
Water - with Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council as the addressee - 
which the postman could not fit 
through the letterbox of his flat 
in Cardigan Close, Dallington. 

But on Saturday, the postman 
turned up with even more - giving 
a total of 127. 

The 65-year-old said: “I could¬ 
n’t believe it. 

“Most people are a bit worried 


when even one water bill lands 
on the doormat. How do you think 
I felt when I got more than a hun¬ 
dred? 

“Someone’s made a mistake 
somewhere but nobody seems to be 
able to tell me what to do with 
them all. 

“I’m almost drowning 
in water bills and the water 
company don’t think it’s a problem. 

“I wouldn’t mind so much but 
Anglian Water haven’t even sent 
me my own bill; I’ve just got every¬ 
one else’s.” 

Mr Holt said he was now con¬ 
cerned about how to dispose of 
the letters as it was believed they 
all have the addresses of individ¬ 
uals on them which he fears could 
lead to identity fraud if they were 
found. 

Anglian Water advised Mr Holt 


to shred them to prevent them 
falling into the wrong hands, but he 
does not own a shredder. 

However, experts at the Com¬ 
munity Law Service, said it did 
not believe any significant fraud 
was possible. 

Anglian Water told the Chron 
yesterday that the bills were prob¬ 
ably sent because of an adminis¬ 
trative error. A spokeswoman said: 
“It seems to be a mistake by our 
computer system. 

“We liaise with local authori¬ 
ties about the status of tenants in 
council properties, whether they 
have moved out, for example. 

“It looks like we’ve got the bor¬ 
ough council’s address mixed up 
with one of their tenants’.” 

The water company said it would 
send an employee to collect the 
letters from Mr Holt.

SEVERAL customers were 
startled when a rat ran into a 
McDonald’s restaurant in 
Northampton. 

The rodent was spotted by 
people queuing upstairs in 
the Drapery branch after it 
ran up the steps and towards 
the kitchen area. 

Customers were shocked 
as the creature scuttled 
around people’s feet leading 
some to flee the restaurant. 

Jodie Fairey, from Spencer, 
in Northampton, said: “I 
couldn’t have been mistaken. 

“It went between my legs 
and over my silver flip flops. 
It was horrible. 

“I left but some people were 
queuing for food and didn’t 
want to leave, even after see¬ 
ing a rat.” 

She complained that, on 
the way out, she asked a mem¬ 
ber of staff if they were going 
to do anything about it but 
they allegedly shrugged off 
the incident.

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Silverstone is 
ready - BRDC 


SILVERSTONE bosses have 
insisted they are still ready 
to host the 2010 British 
Grand Prix, despite the lat¬ 
est broadside from Formula 
1 boss Bernie Ecclestone. 

The people behind Leicester¬ 
shire’s Donington circuit had been 
given a deadline of October 3 to 
prove they had the finances to 
stage the race, with Mr Ecclestone 
hinting the event would return to 
Silverstone if the Donington deal 
fell through. 

But at the weekend, the billion¬ 
aire businessman extended Don- 
ington’s deadline until Friday and 
also hit out at the “amateurish” 
organisation of Northampton¬ 
shire’s Silverstone circuit. 

In an interview with the Gulf 
News before last weekend’s Japan¬ 
ese Grand Prix, he said: “It’s more 
like a gentlemen’s club, all blazers

and badges and old-fashioned views 
and stranded outdated tradition. 

“I’d like to see it refurbished, 
given a complete overhaul of its 
facilities and rendered fit for the 
fans who are so loyal and who 
have endured so much misery for 
too many years. 


“But those who should be mak¬ 
ing the decisions seem to be 
jammed in a time warp, stuck in a 
rut and not going anywhere. It 
reminds me of an annual village 
fete, amateurish and third rate.” 

Robert Brooks, the chairman of 
the British Racing Drivers’ Club, 
which owns Silverstone, said he 
was “surprised” by Mr Ecclestone’s 
description of the historic track 
and insisted the venue was more 
than capable of holding a Formula 
1 Grand Prix in 2010. 

He said: “We don’t believe it’s 
possible for Donington to be ready 
and we’re concerned about the 
future of the British Grand Prix. 

“Tickets should have gone on 
sale immediately after the last 
race in June and the fact they 
haven’t is extremely damaging to 
the race. But we’re keeping an 
open dialogue with Bernie Eccle¬ 
stone and we’re still ready to host 
a Grand Prix.”

Council’s 
VAT cash 


LEISURE services in south Northamp¬ 
tonshire are set for a £277,000 windfall 
thanks to a VAT rebate dating back 
almost 20 years. 

South Northamptonshire Council (SNC) 
will receive the cash following a com¬ 
plicated European ruling relating to 
leisure charges made between January 
1990 and April 1994. 

It successfully made a case to claim 
back VAT from exempt leisure services 
provided at that time, an amount which 
totalled £146,000. A further £131,000 in 
interest almost doubles the final figure. 

The one-off payment will now be 
ploughed back into trying to address 
this and into improving leisure facilities 
in a wide range of areas. 

In a report to go before the council’s 
cabinet on Monday, director of policy 
Calvin Bell said: “This windfall pre¬ 
sents an opportunity for the council to 
consider funding a range of initiatives. 

“The results of the 2008 Place Sur¬ 
vey have not been favourable in rela¬ 
tion to the level of satisfaction with 
leisure facilities in South Northamp¬ 
tonshire, use of this funding on leisure- 
related initiatives would work towards 
addressing this dip in satisfaction.”

“This is based on the desire 
for stability - one young per¬ 
son said she had experienced 
four headteachers in as many 
years - a strong identifica¬ 
tion with Weston Favell 
School as an institution, and 
great pride in the achieve¬ 
ment. There is also opposition 
from the local primary 
schools to the proposals.”

Extreme Green International, 
based in Swindon, supplied the 


product to retail-

Rodney Leslie 
Donmall, aged 63, 
of Aplin Road, 
Aylesbury, tech¬ 
nical director of 
Cypress Manufac¬ 
turing at the time the illegal 
sales took place, was also in 
court to face charges that he 
consented to, or allowed, the 
illegal sales to take place. 

All three defendants apolo¬ 
gised to the court for their part 
in the illegal sales, which also 
included sales of Moley Instant 
Mole Repellent and Sammy 
Instant Squirrel Repellent. 

Magistrates fined Donmall a 
total of £4,500 and ordered him 
to pay £724.66 costs. Both Cypress 
Manufacturing and Extreme 
Green International were fined 
a total of £6,000 each and ordered 
to pay £724.66 costs. 

Councillor Andre Gonzalez 
de Savage, cabinet member for 
customers and community 
safety said: “As a county council 
we are committed to ensuring 
the safety and wellbeing of 
everyone and I am pleased trad¬ 
ing standards have been able to 
take this action.

Screening 
off target 

HEALTH bosses have said “urgent, emer¬ 
gency action” is needed to catch up on the 
screening of young people, particularly at 
Northamptonshire GP surgeries, for an 
infection which can cause infertility. 

NHS Northamptonshire’s chlamydia 
screening is behind target after carry¬ 
ing out 4,966 screenings between April and 
July, 81 per cent of the target for the 
year so far.

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Michelle 
dives in 


A FORMER Northampton 
schoolgirl has leapt into 
the record books after join¬ 
ing 180 other women to 
form the world's largest 
ever all- female synchro¬ 
nised skydive. 

Michelle Meakins took the 
plunge over the skies of Cali¬ 
fornia as part of a fundraising 
effort that has already raised 
more than $900,000 to help fight 
breast cancer. 

Michelle, a former student at 
Northampton School for Girls 
and Northampton College, has 
been training for the past 10 
months in preparation for the 
record attempt. 

The 33-year-old joined 180 
other women from 31 different 
countries in an attempt to break 
the previous record of 151 female 
jumpers. 

The attempt could only break 
the record if all the jumpers 
managed to manoeuvre into 


exact positions while falling at 
120 miles per hour from 17,000 
feet. 

After clambering aboard nine 
different aeroplanes with a team 
of pilots, photographers and 
cameramen, the group suc¬ 
cessfully got into formation at 
the sixth time of asking. 

Michelle said: “We were flying 
next to each other - literally 
wing tip to wing tip - and then 
we had to try to get into forma¬ 
tion once we had all jumped 
out. 

“It meant we couldn’t really 
practise until we were up in the 
sky It was really exciting once 
we did it.” 

Michelle started skydiving in 
1995, when she was 19, and has 
made more than 1,450 skydives. 

She added: “Some people don’t 
understand why I do it. I still 
sit in the plane and say ‘oh my 
God, I’m jumping out of a plane’, 
but you just want to get better at 
it. The competitiveness makes it 
addictive.”

THE parents of the last British sol¬ 
dier to be killed in the Falklands War 
have had their son's name placed 
alongside those of the fallen in the 
two world wars in a Northamp¬ 
tonshire church - more than 27 
years after he died. 

Craig Jones, aged 20, of the 3rd Para¬ 
chute Regiment was hit by shrapnel just 
before British troops entered Stanley in 
June 13 1982. 

His family, including dad Richard, mum 
Pam and brother Gareth had prepared a wel¬ 
come home party after hearing of the 
Argentinian surrender only to find after¬ 
wards he had died in the war’s final min¬ 
utes. 

The Royal British Legion recently applied 
for money from the War Memorials Trust 
and combined it with cash from county 
councillor Ben Smith’s empowering coun¬ 


cillor fund to buy a plaque. 

The family, who described their emo¬ 
tions as “still raw”, were joined by Craig’s 
Red Devils comrades at Greens Norton 
church to see it. 

Mrs Jones said: “The British Legion and 
everyone involved did a superb job. It fits in 
so well with the world war plaques - as it 
should. 

“It doesn’t matter where you fall in the 
theatre of war, you have still fought for 
your country and made the ultimate sac¬ 
rifice.” 

Seeing Craig’s friends, who were of a 
similar age, also affected Mrs Jones. 

She said: “He would have been 48 this 
December. Seeing them put it into per¬ 
spective really We remember Craig as 
fresh-faced but he would be like them now. 
He would be more worn.
